Col. Clias. I). Pcnnebaker, Military Agent of Ken- 
tucky, residing at Washington City, will promptly 
present and realiz* all claims of Kentucky soldiers 
free of charge. He is prepared to furnish hi an', 
forms of all descriptions upon application, and will 
cheerfully give information as to the proper manner 
of making out accounts'. By applying to him the 
soldier will save both time and money ; lor hi* office 
bei-g at Washington City, lie is dail> in onmmuni- 
ca'ion with the Disbursing and Auditing Depart 
incuts, which enables him at once to remedy any 
deficiency that may arise in their claims. Lo-al 
Claim Agcnt>, of course, expect compensation for 
their time and labor, and the soldier, by employing 
them, in addition to the expense, is employing a 
remote medium of communication with the Depart- 
ments at Washington, necessarily attended with 
delay.

IM PORTANT MESSAGE FROM THE PRESI- 
DENT-GENERAL GRANT'S REPORT ON 
THE CONDITION OF THE SOUTHERN 
STATES— SUMNER'S SPEECH. 

% - president's message. 

To the Senate of the United States : In reply 
to a resolution adopted by the Senate on the 12th 
inst., I hare the honor to state that the rebellion 
waged by it portion of the people against the 
properly constituted authorities of the Govern- 
ment of the United States has been suppressed. 
That the United States are in possession of every 
State in which the insurrection existed, and that 
as far as could be, the Courts of the United States 
have been restored, and post offices re-established, 
and steps taken to put into effective operation the 
revenue laws of the country as the result of the 
measures instituted by the Executive with a view 
of inducing a resumption of the functions of the 
States comprehended in the inquiry of the Sen- 



THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Public anxiety has received its quietus, and 
Kentucky agitators and Radicals have got more 
than they bargained for. They stand aghast 
at the quickness with which their work has 
been accomplished, and they are now sorely 
distressed at the idea that the days of fat jobs 
and contracts are passing away. It has been 
their custom to denounce all Kentuckians as 
disloyal who were not abolitionists, hoping by 
this course to appropriate all treasury drip- 
pings to their own pockets. They were held 
together by the cohesive powerof public plun- 
der, and wc predict that the party will soon 
be ejected from office, and will retire from its 
spoils amid the denunciations and curses of 
the American people. 

Slavery has gone; so let it be, but Kentucky 
has reason to be proud of the position which 
she has taken upon this subject. Trained in 
the school of Jefferson, and Henry, and Mad- 
ison, she believed that the Slates have some 
rights, and that they had a right to regulate 
their own domestic concerns and polity, and 
hence she determined not to give her aid to 
those who were about to take from them 
millions of property without compensation. 
History will do Kentucky justice, for she lias 
resisted both the bribes and threats of sower, 
and, clinging firmly to the Constitution of the 
country, has gallantly defended it from seces- 
sion upon the one hand, and the madness of 
Northern fanaticism upon the other. 

Slavery is abolished by the power of the Gen- 
eral Government; the Secretary of State, Mr 
S ward, has officially announced it, and all 
the States must yield obedience. The fiat 
has gone forth, and slavery is no more, and 
now the Radicals in Kentucky are heir 
rope’s en 1. They did not wish this question 
to be settled so soon, for now they must show 
their hands. They must go on with Sumner. 
Wilson, & Co., or they must give up the 
spoils. Concealment is no lonyer possible. 
Every man must take his stand, and meet 
the great questions of the day openly and 
manfully. 

When the Constitutional Amendment was 
proposed we declared and maintained that 
tie abolitionists would contend that under 
the second section the whole subject of 
regulaii g the status of the negro was under 
the control of Congress. Tho Constitutional 
Amendment reads as follows: 

“Section 1, Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as a punishment fur crime 
whereof the party shall have been duly convict- 
ed, shall exist within the United States or any 
place suhjecc to their jurisdiction. 

“Section 2. Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legislation.” 

The Radicals in the Northern States from 
the first honestly proclaimed that under this 
section they intended to give Congress the 
power to pass laws conferring upon negroes the 
elective franchise. The Northern Radicals 
now claim this power, and will endeavor to 
exercise it. What will our Kentucky Radi- 
cals now do, since they can no longer doubt 
the intention of their Northern allies. Before 
the August elections, they stoutly swore that 
their friends Sumner, Wilson, and Wade, in- 
tended no such thing, but they most undoubt- 
edly must admit it. Now no man of common 1 
sense can fail at present to see the object 
which Sumner had in view when he proposed 
this second section, and the Kentucky Radi- 
cals should take ground for or against him ! 
Will they do sol No! they will not; they will 
not dare to come before the people of Ken- 
tucky, and advocate negro suffrage and negro 
equality openly and aliove board; but yet they 
will abuse and villify the Conservative De- 
mocracy, and sing paeans of praise to their Ab- 
olition coadjutors. They can use no term or 
epithet of abuse too harsh for Garret Davis, 
James Guthrie, Lazarus Powell or Gov. Helm, 
or men of that stamp, but stand ever ready 
to echo and re-echo the praises and plaudi s 
of their Truinbulls and their Sumners. 

Mr. Seward has informed us that the Con- 
stitutional Amendment has been adopted by 
twenty-seven States, making just three f urths 
— the required number. Among those twenty- 
seven States we find Virginia, Louisiana, Ten- 
ncssce, Arkansas, South Carolina, Alabama, 
North Carolina, and Georgia. We call the 
attention of the people to this fact, as nothing 
can better illustrate the beauties and consist- 
ency of our Radical Abolitionists. In Con- 
gress they refuse admittance to the Repre- 
sentatives from these States because they say 
they are out of the Union, but when it is 
necessary for three-fourth^ of the States to 
ratify the Constitutional Amendment they are 
ready to recognize even South Carolina as a 
member of tho Confederacy. Were ever men 
before guilty of such nonsense and such folly. 
Sensible men and patriotic men should neither 
countenance nor tolerate such absurdities. The 
States are all equal, and all must share alike 
the burdens and honors of free government. 
They all together form one glorious Confeder- 
ation, and we fondly trust that not a single 
star will be sullied or fall from the glorious 
constellation.

GENERAL GRANT * REPORT. 

Hfadq’rs Army of tiif. United States, Dec- 
ember lr tli, l "63 — His excellency A. Johnson, 
President of the United States. — Sir: In reply 

to your note of the 1 tith inst,, requesting a re- 
port from me, giving such information as I may 
be possessed of, coming within the scope of the 
inquiries made by the Senate of the Uniled States 
in their resolution of the 12th inst., I have i lie 
honor to submit the following with your approval, 
and also that of the Hon. Secretary of War: 

1 left Washington City on the 27 th of last 
month, for the purpose of making a tour of in- 
spection throughout some of the Southern States 
lately in rebellion, and to see what changes were 
necessary in the disposition of the military forces 
of the country; how these forces could be reduced 



and expenses curtailed, ^-c., and to learn 
as possible the feelings and intentions 
citizens of these States towards the general Gov- 
ernment. The State of Virginia being so aces- 
fiible to Washington City, and information from 
this quarter, therefore, being readily obtained, 
I hastened through the State without con vet sing 
or meeting with its citizens. 

In Raleigh, N C., I spent one day ; in Charles- 
ton, S. C., two days; and in Savannah and Au- 
gusta, Ga., each one day. Both in leaving and 
whilst stopping I saw much and conversed freely 
with the citizens of those States, as well as with 
officers of the army who have been stationed 
among them. 

The following are the conclusions come to by 
me: I am satisfied that the mass of thinking men 
of the South accept the present situation of af- 
fairs in good faith. The questions 
hitherto divided the sentiments of the people of 
two sections — slavery and State rights, or the 
right of a State to secede from the Union — they 
regard as having been settled forever by the high- 
est tribunal that man can roortto. I was pleased 
to learn from the leading men whom I met, 
that they not only accepted the decision arrived 
at as final, but now that the smoke of battle has 
cleared away, and time h is been given for re- 
flection, that this decision has been a fortunate 
one for the whole country, they receiving the like 
bene fit from it with those who opposed them in 
tho field and in the council. 

Four years of war, during which law was exe- 
cuted only at thet»oi»t of the bayonet throughout 
the States in rebellion, have left the people possi- 
bly in a condition not to yield that ready obe- 
dience to civil authority the American people 
have generally been in the habit of yielding. 
This would render the presence of small garrisons 
throughout those States necessary until such time 
as labor returns to its proper ch tnnel and civil 
authority fully established. I did not meet any 
one, either those holding places under the Gov- 
ernment or citizens of the Southern State-, who 
thought it practicable to withdraw the military 
from the South at present. The white and the 
black mutually require the protection of the Gen- 
eral Government. There is such a universal

Mr. Morrill, from the Committee on the Depart- 
ment of Columbia, reported favorably on the bill 
to regulate ihe elective franchise in the Di-trict 
of Columbia, with ami ndments, one of which 
mo ifies the privileges by restricting it to those 
who shall be able to read the C<Aislitutiou ol the 
United States in the English language, and write 
his name. A new rection is inserted, prescribing 
a penalty of five thousand dollars and impris on- 
in nt, not exceeding one year, for willfully reject- 
ing or refusing to receive the vote of any person 
entitled to that right. 

Mr. Wilson called up the Senate bill to main- 
tain the freedom of the inhabitants in the States 
de a ed in rebellion by the proclamation of the 
President ot July 1st, It 52. Jt abolished all laws, 
statute-, acts, ordinances, rules, and regulations, 
which make inequalities in rights and immuni- 
ties on account of distinction, or difference of 
rule, race, or descent,

The good of the country requires that the 
forces kept in the interior, where there are ni my 
freedmen, and elswhere in the Southern States 
than at forts upon the sea coa-t, should be white 
troops. The reasons for this are obvious With- 

out mentioning many of them, the presence of 
black troops, lately slaves, demoralizes labor both 
by their advice and furnishing in their camps a 
report for die freedmen for long distances around. 
White troops generally excite no opposition, and 
therefore a small number of them can maintain 
order in a given district. Colored troops must be 
kept in a body sufficient to defend themselves. 

It is not the thinking men who would do vio- 
lence toward any class of troops sent among them 
by the General Government, but the ignorant in 
some places might, and the late slave, too, who 
might be induced with the idea that the property 
of his late master should by right belong to him, 
at least should have no protection from the col- 
ored soldiers. There is danger of collision being 
brought on by such causes. 

My observations lead tne to the conclusion 
that the citizens of the Southern States are anx- 
ious to return to self-government within the 
gfcloion as soon as possible; that whilst reconstruct- 
ing they want and require protection from the 
Government, and will do what they think is re- 
quired by that Government, and is not humilia- 



as far I donations of the slave master, lt belongs to 
of ill Congress to arrest th'i* fatal fury. Congress must 
learn to be brave Mind to be just, but I am not 
willing to be diverted from the precise question 
before the Senate although I shall naturally and 
legally pass in view the condition of the rebel 
States. 

The chair suggested that the question before 
the Senate was the motion to refer the bill to the 
Judiciary Committee, and on this motion a dis- 
cussion of the merits of the bill was not in order. 

Mr. Trumbell suggested that Mr. Sumner be 
permitted to proceed, and no objection was made, j 
Mr. Sumner continued his remarks on the bill 
before the Senate. All, lie said, must agree that j 
it was an excellent, measure; it undertakes noth- 
ing more than the assurance of equality beiore [ 
the law, which it is assumed is essential to come 
which have forward and mtiutain the proclam ition of eman- 
cipation, to which the National Government is 
pledged.

Southern correspondents of the Boston Advertiser 
and other papers, and from private letters receiv- 
ed by him from reliable parties in the South, to 
show the disloyal sentiment of the Southern peo- 
ple, and the cruelty with which the freedmen are 
being treated in the late rebellious States. In 
conclusion, he called upon the Senate to pass this 
bill, or any other bill calculated to secure justice 
for freedmen. 

Mr. Saulsbury wished to make one remark. 
There seemed to lie an apprehension in s >me I 
quarters that the Democratic party was again to j 
come in force through the present executive; j 
there was already an opposition party springing ' 
up from the ranks of the Republicans, lie could 1 
s.iy to the President that he ought to stand firm :

LETTERS FROM THE BGUfH.-THE CONDI- 
TION OF THE SHENANDOAH VALLEY. 

Shenandoah Countv, Virginia, ) 
Mount Jackson, December 2 , L-t>5 j 
This place was, before the war, the terminus of 
the Manassas Gap Railroad, und is situated on 
the valley turnpike leading from Winchester to 
| Staunton, about midway between the two points 
The railroad was destroyed in the early part of 
the war, and the finances of the company are not 
now in condition to rebuild it. In consequence 
of this, the trade from this section is diverted from 
Alexandria into its old channel, via Winchester 
to Baltimore. Our people are making great ex- 
ertions to restore their broken fortunes, and the 
farms which were divested of fences, barns, and 
in many instances of houses, are resuming their 
former prosperous appearance, which favorably 
contrasts with the blackened ruins mid scenes of 
desolation which every where met the e\e during 
the war. T his immediate section w.is for the 
most part during the war in the Confederate lines, ; 
but the people was constantly annoyed by r.ii 1 ng j 
parti* s, and often by the presence ol large armies. , 
Those armies, and especially lit se under Fre- 
mont, Hunter, and Sheridan, were permitted to j 
plunder ad libitum. 

Since the days of Attila such a horde as that | 
tinder the command of Fremont lias never been 
turned loose upon a country to war upon its wo- | 
men and children. 

Hunter “followed in the footsteps of his ill is 
trious predecessor,” and fell heir to the prope 
which escaped Fremont -and hid myrmidons, or | 
had been accumulated since their exit from the 
valley. But great as were the sufferings of the 
people at the hands of Fremont and Hunter, they 
were as nothing in comparison with what they 
subsequently endured at the hands of Sheridan. 
In the fall of 1 864 all the accumulated horrors 
and calamities* of savage warfare fell upon the 
devoted people of the valley. Houses, barns, 
mills, grain, agricultural implements, and every 
thing of value ( u; >t for purposes of war, but for 
the support of helpless women and children), 
were consumed in one vast conflagration- Sher- 
j idan even burned the large hospital building at 
tliis place, which* had been used almost as much i 
1 by tlie Federal as the Confederate arinv, and in 
which *a short time before the wounded Federal 
soldiers, abandoned by Sig^l alter his detent by 
Breckinridge, were kindly cared lor by the people 
of the neighborhood. And even the grain which 
had been provided for the hospital, and which had 
been used for the support of the wounded ot both 
armies, was burnt by the order ot Sheridan. 

The scenes of horror through w hich this valley 
passed in October, 1*61, cannot be portrayed. 
They will never fade from the memory of the

' Serious Charge, — The Dovlestown 
(Penn.) Democrat has the following serious 
charge against the “Hero of Fort Fisher.” 
As it gives the name of the party from which 
it derives its information, we agree with it 
that the matter calls for investigation : 
GENERAL BUTLER TRADING BEEF TO TIIE REB- 
ELS FOR COTTON. 

Within the past week William Neely, son 
John T. Neely, Solchury Township, in this eoun- 
tv, returned home. He had lived in Southampton 
county, Virginia, several years before the war, 
which found hint there. He managed to keep 
out of the military service of the Confederacy, 
but served some time in the Commissary Depart- 
ment. Ile declared that while Gen. Butler was 
in command of the Department of Virginia, he 
(Butler) traded beef to the rebels for cotton, two 
pounds of the former for one of the latter. Mr. 
Neely further says that lie discharged one cargo 
of beef and loaded the vessel with cotton, and 
sent it down the river to Norfolk. As this took 
place during the administration of Gen. Butler, 
it must have been done with his knowledge and 
consent, for a subordinate would hardly dare 
trade so openly with the enemy without the sane 
tion of his commanding officer. Ot' course this 
beef helped feed the relief army, and kept the war 
going on, that men might grow rich. This is a 
grave charge, and sonic steps should he taken to 
discover whether Gen. Butler is guilty. Our 
informant is a gentlem in who had it directly from 
Mr. Neely. This looks like giving aid and com- 
fort to the enemy. 

Mr. Wilson’s BIB. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — Jn die Senate to-day 
Mr. Wilson introduced a bill to maintain and 
enforce the freedom of the inhabitants of the 
United States, which was referred to the Judici- 
ary Committee. The preamble recites that Con- 
gress submitted an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion providing for the abolition of slavery, and 
that official proclamation has been made that such 
amendment had been ratified by three-fourths 
of the States. The bill provides that all laws, or 
dinances, and regulations in any Stale or Terri- 
tory recognizing inequality of civil rights or im 
munities among the inhabitants in consequence 
of race or color, shall be null and void, and ren- 
dering it illegal to make or enforce any such law 
hereafter. 

Section 2 provides that the inhabitants of any 
State, without distinction of color, shall be enti 
tied to make contracts, sue and be sued, testily i., 
courts, purchase or sell real estates, and lutv* 
equal benefits of all laws for security of person 
and property. 

Section 3 provides that any person violating 
the provisions of this act shall be guilty of mis 
demeanor, and punished by fine and imprison- 
ment. 'The proceedings under this section, in in- 
surrectionary States, may be made in military 
courts, until civil courts are re-established. 

Section four provides that the defendants ii 
any suit, in any court, who shall claim any right 
under this act by way of defense, such defend 
ant may remove by petition such suit unto pro- 
per district or circuit court.
